It is not the responsibility of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints to provide secular education for 
its members, said Elder Boyd K. 
Packer during the Sunday afternoon 
session of General Conference. 

While the Church encourages secular 
education, it must concentrate on 
moral and spiritual learning, said 
Elder Packer, a member of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles. 

He said BYU is “full to the brim and 
running over,” and even his own fami- 
ly has been affected. His ten children 
and some of his grandchildren have 
attended BYU, he said, but “it will not 


be possible for all of our grandchildren 
to follow that tradition.” 

But though “leaders and members 
plead us to duplicate (Church) schools 


elsewhere ... we cannot, neither 
should we, attempt to provide secular 
education for all members of the 
Church worldwide. Our youth have no 
choice but to attend other schools.” 

“Those who cannot attend Church 
schools have been counseled by the 
First Presidency to gather where there 
is an institute of religion,” he said. 

Elder Packer also announced a new 
policy during his speech: Students of 
Church schools will now be required to 
be interviewed by their stake presi- 
dent, in addition to their bishop, in 
order to be admitted. 

“There is a tuition other than money 
which we must require of (students) — 
a tuition of conduct and performance,” 
he said. “They must commit to a stan- 
dard of conduct consistent with faith- 
ful Church membership.” 

“Occasionally a bishop will interview 
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Phurch won't build another BYU 


one who easily qualifies scholastically 
but who has not kept the standards of 
the Church,” Elder Packer said. He 
said the bishop may reason that by 
signing the application form, he is 
sending the student to an atmosphere 
of reform. “Bishops should not do that. 
It’s not fair to the literally thousands 
who are totally faithful but must. be 
turned away because there is no 
room.” 

And, Elder Packer said, if a student 
is found transgressing while in school, 
“continued enrollment at a Church 
school must be called into question.” 

Faculty and staff members also must 
keep their standards high, Elder 
Packer said. 

“We are grateful for teachers who 
challenge students to high scholarship 
but would not even think of undermin- 
ing testimony or acting in any way

Utah County to get 
another temple 


New temples also scheduled 
for Hong Kong, Connecticut; 
several General Authorities 
released and sustained.

Prophecies about temples in every 
nation are closer to being fulfilled each 
year. Three new temple sites were 
announced in the Saturday afternoon 
session of General Conference. 
President Gordon B. Hinckley said 
property has been bought for temple 
construction in Hong Kong, in 
Hartford, Conn., and at an undisclosed 
location in Utah County. 

At the 162nd Semiannual General 
Conference of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, President 
Hinckley, first counselor in the First 
Presidency, also reported that con- 
struction of the San Diego temple is on 
schedule for a spring 1993 dedication. 
Temples in Orlando, Fla. and in 
Bountiful are also under construction. 
Architectural plans are being drawn 
for temples in St. Louis, in Bogota, 
Columbia, and in Guayaquil, Ecuador. 

Several changes in leadership were 
also made at the session. Elders 
Marion D. Hanks and Robert L. 
Backman of the First Quorum of the 
Seventy were granted emeritus status. 
Replacing Elder Hanks and Elder 
Backman in the Presidency of the 
Quorums of the Seventy are Elder 
Charles Didier and Elder L. Aldin 
Porter. 

Bishops Henry B. Eyring and Glenn 
L. Pace of the Presiding Bishopric 


were released from their callings and 
were sustained as members of the 
First Quorum of the Seventy. The new 
counselors in the Presiding Bishopric 
are H. David Burton of Salt Lake City, 
first counselor, and Richard C. Edgley 
of Centerville, second counselor. 

The General Presidency of the 
Sunday School was released. Called to 
serve as the presidency are Elder 
Merlin R. Lybbert, president, Elder

The first session of 162nd 
Semiannual General Conference of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints began on a rainy Saturday 
morning with a mostly deserted 
Temple Square grounds but ended in 
bright, sunny weather that made the 
newly cleaned granite on the Salt 
Lake Temple and the flower gardens 
glow in the mist of the conference 
crowd. 

Conducting the 10 a.m. session, 
President Gordon B. Hinckley, first 
counselor in the First Presidency, wel- 
comed all to the conference in behalf of 
President Ezra Taft Benson and 
expressed regret that the prophet was 
not attending the session. “He would 
wish to be here, and we wish that he 
were here, It is becoming increasingly 
hard for him to get out. 

“His burdens became much heavier 

when his beloved companion, Sister 
Flora Amussen Benson, passed away 
on August 14th. 
“He now feels the terrible loneliness 
that comes to a man with the death of 
a gifted and beautiful wife, the mother 
of his children, his great support and 
comfort. 

“He has asked that we go forward 
with the conference. We do so with his 
encouragement,” President Hinckley 
said. 

Elder Russell M. Nelson of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles, 
emphasized the value the Church 
places on education. 

“I believe that in the pursuit of edu- 
cation, individual desire is more influ- 
ential than institution, and personal 
faith more forceful than faculty. Our 
creator expects his children every- 
where to educate themselves. 

“Measured by this celestial standard 
(that the truths we acquire will be 
ours forever), it is apparent that those 
who impulsively ‘drop out’ and cut 
short their education, not only disre- 
gard divine decree but frustrate the 
realization of their own potential,” 
Elder Nelson said. 

Elder James M. Paramore, of the 
presidency of the Quorums of the 
Seventy, said there are “various types 
of prisons Satan leads us into building 
for ourselves and others, or others 
build for us. 

“Beloved friends, it is Jesus who has 
unlocked and will unlock the doors of 
our personal prisons. It is the glorious 
promise to all who are captive, for 
whatever reasons, upon the condition 
of repentance.” 

Elder Paramore said such prisons 
are subtle and take various forms 
including taking advantage of another, 
knowing things to be true and not 
defending them, stealing the morality 
of another, being captive to alcohol 
and drugs and so on. 

Elder Robert L. Backman, an emeri- 
tus General Authority and recently 
released member of the presidency of 
the Quorums of the Seventy, said he 
didn’t feel old and wondered what he 
would do for “at least another 25 
years” that he speculated he had 
ahead of him. 

Speaking more particularly to the 
retired, he said, “Luke wrote, ‘And 
Jesus increased in wisdom and 
stature, and in favor with God and 
man.’ (Luke 2:52) 

“In today’s vernacular, these words 
translate into our Savior’s growing 
physically, mentally, socially and spir- 
itually. What a model to follow!” 

Elder Backman encouraged the 
retired to serve missions to keep pro- 
ductive and to keep growing spiritual-

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Idahoan warns Utah against gambling 


SUNDANCE — American Indian tribes might sue Idaho for the right 
to gamble in casinos, and Utah could face the same action if voters 
approve of parimutuel wagering on horse races, says Idaho Attorney 
General Larry EchoHawk. 

In Idaho, the tribes are building their case on the fact that Idaho runs 
a lottery and a parimutuel betting operation. 

“If Utah permits parimutuel betting, the Indian tribes will have one 
more argument to make,” EchoHawk said Friday during an informal 
meeting with fellow Democrat Jan Graham, who is running for Utah 
attorney general. 

Utahns will decide Nov. 3 whether to allow parimutuel gambling on a 
county-by-county basis. State law currently prohibits gambling of any 
kind. 

Idaho officials believed their state constitution outlawed casino gam- 
bling, but an amendment that allowed the lottery in 1988 blurred the 
law. 

EchoHawk said the amendment opened up the possibility of other 
types of gambling, especially games of chance like bingo or raffles spon- 
sored by charitable organizations. 


Mandela meets with China’s president 


BEIJING — African National Congress leader Nelson Mandela arrived 
Sunday for an official visit to China, where he is expected to discuss 
Beijing’s moves to establish ties with South Africa’s white-led govern- 
ment. 

Mandela told reporters that he was making the trip at the invitation of 
China’s government. He refused to comment on what he planned to say 
to officials about China’s overtures to normalize relations with South 
Africa. 

President Yang Shangkun greeted Mandela during a welcoming cere- 
mony at the Great Hall of the People, treatment generally accorded visit- 
ing heads of state. 

China, long an opponent of South Africa’s policies of racial segregation, 
has said it would establish diplomatic relations with South Africa once 
the system of apartheid is abolished. 


Perot spends weekend under wraps 


DALLAS — Ross Perot spent his first weekend as a presidential candi- 
date under wraps working on campaign strategy. 

After announcing his bid for the White House on Thursday, the Texas 
businessman was interviewed on ABC’s “20-20” on Friday and then 
dropped from sight. 

According to Perot spokesman Orson Swindle, Perot spent most of the 
weekend at his home in Dallas working on advertising strategy with 
campaign advisers. 

The campaign headquarters in Dallas was locked shut Sunday. 

Perot was set to re-emerge on television on Monday morning with an 
interview on NBC’s “Today show.” 

Perot announced on Thursday he would enter the presidential race 
because “neither political party has effectively addressed” economic and 
other concerns on the mind of voters. 


Lawyer wants election investigation 


SALT LAKE CITY — An attorney for one of the candidates in a disput- 
ed primary election race is calling for an investigation into how his 
client’s opponent, state Sen. Dix McMullin, got possession of some ballot 
cards. 

The episode is the latest in the conflict over McMullin’s loss, which he 
contends could be due to the fact that ballots from an adjacent House 
district inadvertently were distributed in his own race. 

McMullin, R-South Jordan, the District 5 Republican incumbent for the 
past 10 years, lost the primary to intraparty rival Brent Richards by 196 
votes. The results have been appealed to the Utah Supreme Court, 
which has set a hearing for Oct. 8. 

Richards’ attorney, Charles Copier, said he was meeting with 
McMullin’s lawyer on Friday, discussing the disputed election, when 
McMullin came into the meeting carrying some of the cards. _ 


Copier said he “immediately objected that the ballots were in be 


McMullin’s possession without:our. knowledge or consent.” 
The attorney said he subsequently wrote a letter to Salt Lake County 
Attorney David Yocom to urge an investigation.

Elder Neal A. Maxwell, a member 
of the Quorum of the Twelve, urged 
“casual members” of the church to 
become “anxiously engaged” in 
their discipleship Sunday morning. 

Elder Maxwell defined casual 
members as those “who are skim- 
ming over the surface instead of 
deepening their discipleship.” 

“While casual members are not 
unrighteous, they avoid appearing 
to be too righteous by seeming less 
committed than they really are— 
an ironic form of hypocrisy,” Elder 
Maxwell said. 

He said this group dislikes “seem- 
ingly unexciting duties of disciple- 
ship, such as daily prayer, regular 
reading of the scriptures, atten- 
dance at Sacrament meeting, pay- 
ing a full tithe and participating in 
the holy temples.” 

Elder Maxwell said these mem- 
bers regard the church as an insti- 
tution, but not as a kingdom. 

“Only greater consecration will 
cure ambivalence and casualness 
in any of us!” Elder Maxwell said. 
“For now, consecration may not 
require giving up worldly posses- 
sions so much as being less pos- 
sessed by them.” 

Referring to Ananias and 
Sapphira in Acts 5, Elder Maxwell 
told members to become fully com- 
mitted to the Lord.

“I understood that I must not 
have the blood of that young man 
on my conscience for the rest of my 
life,” Elder Oaks said. The future 
apostle relaxed, put his hand on 
the man’s shoulder and gave him a 
lecture. 

The man threatened Elder Oaks’ 
life once more, though less persua- 
sively, and ran away after being 
refused a final time, Elder Oaks 
said.

President Hinckley said that the 
brethren need to be strong in the 
discipline of self. He related a let- 
ter written from a thirty-five-year- 
old male, a convert of ten years, 
who is addicted to pornography. 
“Brethren, there is neither happi- 
ness nor peace to be gained from 
surrendering to the weakness of 
indulging in these things which 
degrade and destroy,” President 
Hinckley said. 

Another point made by President 
Hinckley was the importance of 
being strong — “with the strength 
of simple honesty.” _ 

“How easy it is for us to say, We 
believe in being honest, true, 
chaste, benevolent. But how diffi- 
cult for so many to resist the 
temptation to lie a little, cheat a 
little, steal a little, bear false wit- 
ness in speaking in gossipy words 
about others. Rise above it, 
brethren. Be strong in the simple 


virtue of honesty.”

Cable bill veto 
could hurt Bush

TOOELE — Tooele County 
Commissioner Ed St. Clair claims 
state officials have failed to 
promptly notify the county about 
all incidents involving toxic materi- 
al within its borders. 

But Dennis Downs, director of the 
Utah Division of Solid and 
Hazardous Waste — which regu- 
lates the county’s toxic waste dis- 
posal industry — denies the allega- 
tion. 

St. Clair leveled the criticism dur- 
ing a meeting Saturday on the 
economy and environment, but not 


industry and Tooele Army Depot to 
incidents involving hazardous 
materials. TAD stores 42 percent of 
America’s nerve agent stockpile. 

But St. Clair said the county has 
almost no contact with state offi- 
cials about incidents involving haz- 
ardous material. 

He said, “there does not seem to 
be an overall policy by the (state) 
directors ... to communicate with 
the county.” 

State officials should have the 
same type of policy to contact the 
county as TAD does, he said. TAD 
will notify the county when even

WASHINGTON — Of three dozen 
bills President Bush has vetoed, 
none is more loaded with potential 
political peril than his weekend 
rejection of re-regulation of cable 
TV rates. 

Behind in the polls and accused 
by Democrats of callousness to the 
hardship caused by a poor econo- 
my, Bush is gambling that he can 
prevail in Congress and persuade 
the voters that the bill was a mis- 
guided effort to curb cable rates. 

The president has won every veto 
showdown so far, and White House 
strategists fear that a defeat now 
would be viewed as a sign of weak- 
ness with the election a month 
away. To forestall that, the presi- 
dent invited a group of Republican 
senators to the White House on 
Sunday. 

But if elections are decided on 
pocketbook issues, this one carries 
clout. The bill was drafted in part 
to respond to consumer complaints 
about spiraling prices, and its 
sponsors proclaim it loudly as an 
effective remedy. 

Nor is it the only measure aimed 
at middle-class voters that 
Democrats have served up for 
vetoes in the waning days of the 
102nd Congress. Bush rejected a 
bill to give many workers time off 
to deal with family emergencies, 
and another to liberalize abortion 
counseling available at federally 
funded family planning clinics. 

He was sustained in both of those, 
but Democrats seemed content. 
“This issue frames this campaign. 
Yes, it really is about who is for 
families,” Rep. Patricia Schroeder 
said last week as Republicans sus- 
pee the veto of the “family leave” 
bill. 

At the same time, Democrats 
have ducked other confrontations 
where Bush might have held the 
high ground politically. When the 
president vowed at the Republican 
National Convention to veto spend- 
ing bills that exceeded his request, 
Democrats quietly trimmed them

to avoid being labeled big spenders. 

The latest bill Bush vetoed would 
cap rates for basic cable service, 
open the door to competition from 
emerging programmers like home 
satellite services, and let broad- 
casters seek compensation for 
cable’s use of their signals. 

In his veto message, the president 
called it “good intentions gone 
wrong,” and said Congress had 
“fallen prey to special interests.” 

“The simple truth is that under 
this legislation, cable television 
rates will go up, not down,” the 
president said. “Competition will 
not increase, it will stagnate. In 
addition, this legislation will cost 
American jobs and discourage 
investment in telecommunica- 
tions.” 

He said the bill would require 
cable companies to bear the costs of 
new regulations and higher cable 
rates would result. 

Predictably, the Democrats said 
otherwise. “His claim that (it) has 
fallen prey to special interests is a 
good measure of the distance 
between him and the American 
people,” said Rep. John Dingell, D- 
Mich. “What interest could be more 
special than that of unregulated 
cable monopoly?” 

The measure initially passed the 
Senate, 75-24, and 280-128 in the 
House, in both instances more than 
the two-thirds support that would 
be needed to override the veto. 

Even if Bush can turn around 
enough votes to sustain the veto, 
he’s won only half his battle. The 
other half will be played out daily 
on the campaign. 

Sen. Al Gore, D-Tenn., the 
Democratic vice presidential candi- 
date, is among the bill’s chief spon- 
sors. “Once again, it’s clear whose 
side George Bush is on,” he said in 
New Mexico on Saturday shortly 
after Bush vetoed the bill. 

“He’s standing square with the 
big cable operators, the monopolies 
that have been raising rates and 
squeezing out competition. Bill 
Clinton and I are standing with the 
consumers.” 
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Israeli jet 
explodes, 
dozens killed

AMSTERDAM, Netherlands — 
An Israeli El Al cargo jet exploded 
Sunday night shortly after its pilot 
reported engine troubles and tried 
to return to the airport, an airline 
official said. Dozens of people were 
reported killed. 

Flaming debris showered over a 
wide area of a suburb near 
Schiphol airport, setting fire to a 
large apartment complex, officials 
said. Fire crews battled burning 
wreckage in densely populated res- 
idential areas, and ambulances car- 
ried away victims. 

Dutch television said there were 
dozens of fatalities. 

“It wasn’t an explosion, it was two 
engines that the captain reported 
on while taking off and that he’s 
returning to land, and when he 
said he was landing, it crashed,” 
said Yisrael Cherbin, cargo manag- 
er for El] Al in Amsterdam. 

He said the Tel Aviv-bound 747 
carried “a regular commercial 
load.” There were three crew mem- 
bers and one passenger aboard, he 
said. 

Earlier, a Schiphol air traffic con- 
trol official said a bomb was the 
suspected cause of the explosion 
because there were no prior reports 
of trouble on board the plane. The 
official spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

The skies were clear. The plane 
was believed to have gone down at 
about 6:45 p.m. (11:45 a.m. MST) 
above the community of Weesp, TV 
and the ANP national news agency 
reported. 

El Al routinely receives high secu- 
rity protection at Schiphol Airport 
to foil terrorist attacks, and the 
Israeli freight carriers have no 
identification on their bodies. The 
airline’s much-vaunted security 
checks can take hours.
